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Chinatown  plan  draws  broad  participation 


The  first  public  meeting  for 
the  Chinatown  Community 
Plan  attracts  an  un- 
precendented  show  of  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  participation  as 
nearly  200  people  gathered  at 
the  Quincy  School

What  if  Beach  Street  was  con¬ 
verted  into  a  pedestrian  mall, 
allowing  more  people  to  shop 
freely  in  the  heart  of  Chinatown? 

What  if  low-rise  houses  were 
built  here,  surrounded  by  grassy 


lawns  and  gardens?  Or  perhaps 
what  if  open  parks  and  other 
recreational  facilities  were  built, 
providing  room  for  children  to 
run  and  play  and  adults  to  gather 
at  park  benches  to  rest  and  read 
newspapers,  scenes  which  can 
often  be  seen  in  the  Chinatown 
in  San  Francisco? 

Possibilities  such  as  these 
were  raised  at  the  first  public 
meeting  for  die  Chinatown 
Community  Plan,  which  at¬ 
tracted  an  unprecedented  show 
of  enthusiasm  and  participation 
as  nearly  200  people  gathered  at 
the  Quincy  School  Auditorium 
on  November  18. 


“This  is  marvelous.  There  has 
never  been  so  many  people  at¬ 
tending  the  public  meeting,” 
said  Tom  Chung,  who  con¬ 
ducted  the  Boston  Asian 
employment  survey  for  the  com¬ 
munity  plan. 

The  meeting  focused  on  the 
data  acquired  by  four  surveys 
conducted  over  the  past  few 
months  —  the  first  phase  in  lay¬ 
ing  the  groundwork  for  the 
master  plan.  A  formal  report  on 
the  community  master  plan  is 
expected  to  be  released  in 
Febuary,  1988,  according  to  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council. 


During  a  slideshow  presenta¬ 
tion,  Lawrence  Chang,  consul¬ 
tant  of  the  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil,  revealed  scenes  of 
Chinatown  during  the  August 
Moon  Festival,  as  the  streets 
were  blocked  off  to  traffic  and 
teemed  with  pedestrians.  Then 
he  showed  slides  revealing  the 
constrast  between  the  Boston 
Chinatown  and  San  Francisco’s 
Chinatown. 

Chang  stressed  that 
Chinatown  residents  are  entitled 
to  alternatives  to  its  high-density 


surroundings.  He  said  that  peo¬ 
ple  here  have  the  right,  as  well 
opportunity,  to  live  with  wide 
open  spaces  that  are  comparable 
to  suburban  areas.  Cities  like 
San  Francisco  have  already 
developed  such  amenities,  he 
said. 

Discussing  development  over 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  as 
one  way  of  creating  open  space, 
Chang  pointed  out  that  the 
Prudential  Building  was  built

Artery  plan  seeks  to  reroute 
total  traffic  pattern 


State  officials  made  pledges  to 
preserve  Pagoda  Park  in 
Chinatown  and  to  reduce  the  in¬ 
tensity  of  local  traffic  during 
construction  of  the  depressed 
Central  Artery  and  the  Third 
Harbor  Tunnel,  while  speaking 
to  residents  of  the  South  End  and 
Chinatown  at  a  public  meeting 
on  November  23. 

State  representatives  mainly 

spoke ‘about  the  new  1-90  and 
1-93  interchange  that  will  be 
built  to  connect  the  existing 
Southeast  Expressway  and 
Masschusetts  Turnpike  with  the 
new  Central  Artery  and  Seaport 
Access  Road,  since  this  is  the 
one  phase  of  construction  that 
will  mostly  affect  the  Chinatown 
and  South  End  communities. 

State  Transportation  Secretary 
Frederick  P.  Salvucci  asserted 
that  the  artery/tunnel  project 
will  create  new  development  op¬ 
portunities  in  the  area  and  im¬ 
prove  the  character  and  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  neighborhoods. 


“We’re  designing  this  new  in¬ 
terchange  and  making  the 
associated  surface  street  im¬ 
provements  specifically  to  take 
regional  traffic  off  South  End 
and  Chinatown  streets,”  Salvuc¬ 
ci  said.  “The  improvement 
we’ve  made  in  our  plans  will 
give  us  a  new  system  that  is 
much  better  integrated  with  local 
communities.  It  will  serve 
residents  and  visitors  better  and 
be  a  much  less  obtrusive 
neighbor  than  originally  an¬ 
ticipated.” 

Specifically,  the  plans  call  for: 

•The  closing  of  the  Beach 
Street  exit  ramp  from  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Artery,  which  currently 
directs  regional  traffic  to  the 
Chinatown  gate.  Closing  the  exit 
will  lessen  the  number  of  drivers 
cutting  through  the 
neighborhood  and  ease  conges¬ 
tion  on  Kneel  and,  Beach  and 
other  streets.  Surface  street  con¬ 
nections,  meanwhile,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  serve  as  access  to 


Chinatown  for  residents  and 
visitors  of  commercial  shops  and 
restaurants. 

•The  possibility  of  turning 
Hudson  Street  into  a  dead-end 
road  as  a  means  of  keeping 
through  traffic  off  that  residen¬ 
tial  street. 

•The  extension  of  Herald 
Street  from  its  present  terminus 
at  the  Southeast  Expressway  to 
Dorchester  Avenue  in  South 
Boston.  Herald  Street  will  be 
routed  one-way  eastbound  and 
nearby  Marginal  Street  will  run 
one-way  westbound  to  provide 
direct  surface  connections  and 
prevent  traffic  from  detouring 
through  South  End  streets. 

Officials  said  that  new  designs 
for  the  interchange  also  stay 
clear  of  Chinatown’s  Pagoda 
Park,  which  would  have  been 
lost  to  construction  under  the 
original  plans.  In  addition,  the 
new  interchange,  roughly  half  of

Survey  examines  immigrants  ’  employment

As  one  of  the  gateway  cities 
for  many  immigrants,  Boston 
has  fostered  many  newcomers’ 
adjustment  and  sense  of  in¬ 
dependence  in  this  country.  In 
particular,  human  services  agen¬ 
cies  in  Boston  Chinatown  are 
coping  with  an  increasing  de¬ 
mand  from  Asian  immigrants 
for  employment  services  which 
include  job  training  and  referral. 

Unlike  some  of  other  Asian 
immigrants  who  arrive  in  the 
U.S.  to  pursue  higher  education 
and  perhaps  eventually  lead  to 
their  residence  in  this  country, 
most  people  who  seek  service 
from  the  Chinatown  agencies  are 
new  immigrants  with  education 
below  the  Boston  average  and  in 
need  of  more  job  placement  op¬ 
portunities. 

Many  of  these  clients  of  the 


Chinatown  agencies  need  more 
skill  training  to  be  competitive 
for  a  better  job.  While  few  of 
these  people  are  proficient  in 
English,  most  of  them  are  will¬ 
ing  to  work  with  a  non-Asian 
employer. 

These  are  some  of  the  results 
found  by  a  recent  survey  on  job 
potential  and  expectation  of 
Asian  immigrants  in  Greater 
Boston  area. 

The  survey  was  conducted  by 
Tom  Lun-nap  Chung  with  the 
coordination  of  the  Chinatown/ 
South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  to  provide  information 
for  the  preparation  of  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan, 
which  is  expected  to  define  the 
needs  and  visions  of 
Chinatown’s  future  develop¬ 
ment. 

The  target  population  consist 
of  the  clients  who  have  used  or 
could  use  the  employment  ser¬ 
vice  offered  by  the  Chinatown 


agencies. 

The  survey  has  indicated  that 
nine  out  of  ten  of  the  clients  are 
Chinese  descendents,  and  nine 
out  of  ten  Chinese  came  from 
the  Province  of  Kwang-tung,  if 
Hong  Kong  and  Toisan  County 
are  included.  Of  all  of  these 
clients,  99  percent  were  bom 
abroad  and  half  arrived  within 
the  last  three  years. 

Most  Asian  immigrants  who 
might  receive  the  services  from 
Chinatown  agencies  are  unsure 
about  their  chances  of  getting  a 
job.  The  majority  of  them 
acknowledge  their  English  in¬ 
ability  as  the  major  obstacle 
against  any  job  opportunity. 
Self-rated  language  ability 
shows  that  no  more  than  ten  per¬ 
cent  of  the  clients  have  mastered 
English. 

While  four  out  of  five  say  they 
are  not  skillful  enough  to  land  a

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Chinatown  streets  included  in 
city’s  sweeping  program 

The  city  recently  added 
Chinatown  to  its  expanded 
Posted  Street  Sweeping  Pro¬ 
gram,  a  year-round  service  to 
provide  regular  street  sweeping 
on  a  weekly  basis.  Six  major 
Chinatown  street  included  in  the 
program  are  Harrison  Avenue 
and  Beach,  Tyler,  Hudson,  Ox¬ 
ford  and  Edinboro  streets. 

Under  the  program,  which 
started  late  last  month,  parking 
is  banned  from  2  to  7  a.m.  on  the 
odd  numbered  sides  of  streets  on 
Thursdays  and  on  the  even 
numbered  sides  of  streets  on 
Fridays  to  allow  mechanical 
sweepers  to  clean  alongside  the 
curbs. 

The  city  is  enforcing  the  park¬ 
ing  ban  with  $15  dollar  fines  and 
car  towing.  These  new  regula¬ 
tions  will  be  clearly  posted. 

According  to  Don  Gillis,  head 
of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  the  city 
has  committed  $9.6  million  this 
year  to  street  cleaning,  raising 
from  $5.2  million  in  1985. 


Lexington  Chinese  School 
moves  to  Chestnut  Hill 

The  Lexington  Chinese 
Language  School  in  a  major 
move  recently  relocated  to  the 
Beaver  Country  Day  School  in 
Chestnut  Hill  for  the  remainder 
of  the  semester. 

Eleanor  Tung,  the  principal  of 
the  Chinese  language  school 
said,  “Beaver  has  been  most 
receptive  to  our  program  in 
terms  of  opening  all  facilities  to 
us  and  expressing  genuine  in¬ 
terest  in  what  we  are  doing.” 

The  Beaver  Country  Day 
School,  established  in  1929,  is  a 
private  coeducational  school  for 
students  in  grades  six  to  twelve. 

The  Lexington  Chinese 
Language  School  provides 
Chinese  language  instruction 
and  holds  cultural  events  such  as 
dances  and  Chinese  arts  and 
crafts  shows.  Classes  are  usually 
offered  Sunday  afternoons. 

The  Lexington  school  was 
founded  in  Lexington  in  1972 
and  was  relocated  to  Beaver  this 
year  due  to  custodial  problems  at 
the  Lexington  location. 


Conference  on  Chinese 
civilization  origin  held 

Chinese  Culture  Quarterly 
(Jiuzhou)  will  hold  its  second 
annual  conference  on  December 
5  at  Harvard-Yenching  Institute 
Auditorium  at  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity. 

The  approach  of  this  one-day 
conference  is  primiarily  focus¬ 
ing  on  the  two  broad  issues  — 
how  Chinese  civilization  began 
and  how  it  developed  in  pre- 
modem  times.

Gish  Jen  of  Cambridge  has

Chinatown  plan  draws  broad  participation

over  the  turnpike.  “If  we  can 
secure  the  air  rights  over  the 
Mass  Pike  near  Tai  Tung 
Village  and  Mass  Pike  Towers, 
there  will  be  a  great  chunk  of 
land  for  us  to  develop,”  Chang 
said. 

The  focus  of  the  discussion 
later  turned  to  the  conversion  of 
Beach  Street  into  a  huge  arcade, 
to  the  location  and  type  of  new 
housing,  and  to  the  increased 
need  of  the  vocational  training  in 
Chinatown. 

Most  participants  were  recep¬ 
tive  to  the  idea  of  converting 
Beach  Street  into  a  pedestrian 
mall.  “At  least,  there  would  be 
more  customers  coming  to  my 
store,”  said  Frank  Chin,  pro¬ 
prietor  of  Cathay  Comer  gift- 
shop. 

Some  said  that  arrangements 
should  be  made  concerning  the 
traffic  on  Harrison  Street  and 
Tyler  Street,  while  others  sug¬ 
gested  that  a  pick-up  and 
delivery  schedule  for  com- 
mericial  shops  should  be  im¬ 
plemented. 


In  regard  to  new  development 
in  Chinatown,  most  people  voic¬ 
ed  their  opposition  to  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  hospital  and  university 
facilities  nearby. 

As  for  the  inclusion  of  the 
Combat  Zone  in  the  Mid¬ 
town/Cultural  District,  some  ex¬ 
pressed  irritation  of  the  city’s 
plans.  “We  should  tell  the  city 
government  that  Washington 
Street  area  should  be  reserved 
for  the  expansion  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  Chinatown,”  said 
Suzanne  Lee,  one  of  the 
neighborhood  council’s 
monitors. 

Some  long-time  residents  also 
pointed  out  that  the  area  near  the 
Southeast  Expressway  and  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  was 
originally  part  of  Chinatown. 
Then  they  were  taken  over  by 
the  city  government.  “If  we 
could  have  the  area  back,  there 
would  be  enough  space  for  new 
housing,”  said  one  participant  in 
the  meeting. 

Ronald  Fong,  a  housing  plan¬ 
ner  and  analyst  for  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  said 
that  when  other  neighborhoods 
received  financial  support  to

build  low-income  housing, 
Chinatown  did  not  get  such  sup¬ 
port  because  the  city  historically 
neglected  Chinatown. 

Problems  continue  today,  for 
example,  as  the  R3/R3A  parcel 
behind  the  Chinese  Evangelical 
Church  has  been  slated  for  low- 
income  housing,  but  no  city 
agency  or  private  foundation  has 
offered  support  for  such  con¬ 
struction. 

Lee  strongly  opposed  the  idea 
of  “relocating  Chinatown.”  She 
said  Boston  Chinatown  has  been 
one  of  the  gateway  regions  in 
New  England  for  many  Chinese 
immigrants.  The  historical 
significance  of  the  neighborhood 
should  not  be  forgotten,  she 
said. 

Right  now  there  are  a  lot  of 
people  want  to  expand  into  the 
neighborhood  “because  it’s  a 
golden  area  in  downtown 
Boston,”  she  said. 

Some  also  were  concerned 
about  the  creating  opportunities 
for  vocational  training  programs 
in  order  to  help  local  residents 
acquire  the  skills  for  higher  pay-| 
ing  jobs. 

“Most  graduates  from  voca¬ 
tional  training  programs  are  get¬ 
ting  jobs  at  five  to  six  dollars  an 
hour.  In  construction  or  plumb¬ 
ing,  they  could  get  at  least  ten 
dollars,”  said  Chung,  the  con¬ 
sultant  to  the  neighborhood 
council. 

Davis  Woo  and  William  Chin 
of  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  said  that 
some  unions  provide  appren¬ 
ticeship  opportunities.  Starters 
can  receive  training  or 
assistance  to  attain  a  certificate.

Students  &  amnesty  program- 

questions  about  eligibility  &  regulations 


Paul  Yee 


Are  persons  who  were 
students  or  had  F-l  visas  eligible 
for  legalization  or  amnesty 
under  the  Immigration  Reform 
and  Control  Act  of  1986? 

Nonimmigrants  can  be  eligi¬ 
ble  for  such  benefits  provided 
the  alien  can  show  the  follow¬ 
ing:  (1)  entry  into  the  United 
States  as  a  nonimmigrant  before 
January  1,  1982;  (2)  the  period 
of  time  for  the  authorized  stay  as 
a  nonimmigrant  ran  out  before 
January  1,  1982  through  the 
passage  of  time  or  that  the 
alien’s  unlawful  status  was 
‘‘known  to  the  government”  as 
of  January  1,  1982;  (3)  con¬ 
tinuous  physical  presence  in  the 
United  States  since  November  6, 
1987  except  for  brief,  casual  and 
innocent  absences  from  the 
United  States;  (4)  continuous 
residence  in  the  United  States  in 
an  unlawful  status  since  January 
1,  1982  and  through  the  date  of 
the  application;  and  (5)  ad¬ 
missibility  as  a  permanent  resi¬ 
dent. 

One  question  that  is  frequently 
asked  is  that  although  the  alien’s 
time  to  stay  in  the  U.S.  hadn’t 
run  out  by  January  1,  1982,  the 
alien  may  have  been  out  of  status 
on  or  before  January  1,  1982  for 
a  variety  of  other  reasons,  i.e., 
unauthorized  work,  failure  to 
take  a  full  course  of  study,  etc. 

The  issue  then  is  whether  that 
unlawful  status  had  been  known 
to  the  government  as  of  January 
1,  1982.  The  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  has 
regulations  about  the  meaning  of 
“known  to  the  government”. 

The  regulations  state  that  the 
term  “government”  in  this  in¬ 
stance  means  the  INS.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  the  regulations,  there  are 
three  ways  that  the  INS  knows 
about  the  alien’s  unlawful  status. 

First,  the  INS  received  factual 
information  from  a  federal  agen¬ 
cy,  and  the  information  was 
stored  or  otherwise  recorded  in 


the  official  INS  alien  file, 
whether  or  not  the  INS  took  any 
action.  The  alien  must  have 
made  “a  clear  statement  or 
declaration”  to  the  other  federal 
agency  that  "he  or  she  was  in 
violation  of  nonimmigrant 
status.” 

Second,  the  INS  made  an  “af¬ 
firmative  determination”  before 
January  1,  1982  that  alien  was 
subject  to  deportation  pro¬ 
ceedings.  Proof  can  consist  of 
the  form  1-94,  granting  time  to 
leave  the  U.S.  without  imposi¬ 
tion  of  proceedings,  Voluntary 
Departure  Notice  letter,  and 
Order  to  Show  Cause  and  Notice 
of  Hearing. 

Other  proof  could  be  found  in 
the  alien’s  file,  such  as  Record 
of  Deportable  Alien,  Warrant  of 
Deportation,  Application  for 
Order  to  show  Cause  and  Pro¬ 
cessing  Sheet,  Order  of  Denial 
of  Application  for  Extension  of 
Stay  or  other  INS  records  reflec¬ 
ting  that  the  alien’s  nonim¬ 
migrant  status  was  considered 
by  the  INS  to  be  at  an  end,  or 
that  the  alien  was  determined  to 
be  subject  to  deportation  pro¬ 
ceedings  before  January  1, 
1982. 

Third,  there  was  a  “copy  of  a 
response  by  Ihe  [INS]  to  any 
other  agency”  whose  response 
stated  that  the  particular  alien 
had  no  legal  status  in  the  U.S., 
or  no  record  could  be  found  for 
the  alien. 

Although  the  regulations  state 
that  the  government  is  the  INS, 
there  is  still  an  issue  whether 
other  federal  agencies  constitue 
the  government.  In  north  Texas 
a  federal  district  court  has  ruled 
against  the  INS  and  for  an  alien 
from  Iran,  who  had  been  a  stu¬ 
dent  and  had  worked  without 
authorization  since  December 
1980. 

In  that  case  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  and  the  Social 
Security  Administration  had 
records  of  the  alien’s  employ¬ 
ment.  The  court  decided  that  the 
meaning  of  government  was  not 
restricted  to  the  INS,  but  was 
broad  enough  to  include  IRS  and

SSA  in  that  the  legalization  law 
is  remedial  in  nature  and  should 
be  broadly  construed. 

The  attorney  for  the  alien  stu¬ 
dent,  when  asked  recently 
whether  the  INS  intended  to  ap¬ 
peal  the  adverse  ruling,  stated  he 
did  not  know  the  position  of  the 
INS  with  respect  to  any  appeal. 

Thus,  the  INS  regulation  in¬ 
terpreting  the  Immigration 
Reform  and  Control  Act  in  this 
area  may  be  too  restrictive  and 
may  have  to  be  changed.

which  will  be  underground,  will 
provide  opportunities  for  new 
developments  and  landscaping 
to  enhance  the  peripheral  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  South  End  and 
Chinatown.

job,  about  68  percent  blame  it 
on  their  low  education.  This 
substantial  difference  may 
mean  that  they  would  be 
more  eager  to  receive 
technical  training  as  opposed 
to  the  liberal  arts  education. 

A  total  of  211  respondents 
were  also  asked  to  assess  the 
importance  of  a  list  of  factors 
in  their  decision  to  leave  their 
jobs.  Seven  out  of  eight

respondents  say  they  left  or 
would  leave  because  the  in¬ 
come  was  or  is  too  low.  The 
inadequacy  of  health  care  in¬ 
surance  has  become  the  se¬ 
cond  most  cited  factor  con¬ 
tributing  to  employee’s  leav¬ 
ing. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  ex¬ 
pectation  of  the  salary  they 
will  earn  from  their  next  job 
is  generally  modest.  About 
half  of  the  respondents  an¬ 
ticipate  a  monthly  gross  pay 
of  below  $1,000.
